The other Six associations, Kong Chow、Young Wo, Yun 
Wo, shew Hing,Hop Wo and Som Yup, have announced 
that they will attend. This marks the first time that mem- 
bers have not followed the lead of the Six Companies. 

NCWCA was formed in 1957 during the mass immisgrat:- 
ion investigation Over an alleged fraudulent citizenship rac- 
ket. Family association records were sSubDpenaed. The probe 
set off a number of suicides among Chinese elders. 

When it comes to political muscle Chinatown is about 
as strong as a wet chow mein noodle.

The idea of a coalition has been kicked around for some 
tme.

A few centuries later China fur- 
thered the technique of printing: 
with the invention of the movable 
type made from baked clay. The 
use of movable types represented 
a Iajor breakthrough and made 
large-scale Printing Possible. This 
invention js attributed to Bi Sheng， 
a Szechuan craftsman of the 11th 
Century. 

During the 14th century the 
Koreans，who had learned the 
technique of printing from the 
Chinese as early as the eighth cen- 
tury, imnproved upon Chinese mov- 
able types by casting them in 
bronze. A government-supported 
type foundry was established in 
1403.This advanced technique 
was then transmitted to China and 
later to Japan. 

In the West,， bowever, ii was not 
until the end of the 15th century 
that Europe learned abomut the art 
of printing. The first book printed 
with movable type, the Gutenberg 
Bible，was published in 1450 in 
Germany. This postdated the use 
of movable type in China by 400 
years and the invention of metal 
type ip 玉 orea by 47 years. 

Today，Pprinting involves many 
sophisticated techniques，Pbnut all 

of this started with the_ simple 
concepts first discovered more 
than a _ thousand years ago by 
humble Chinese craftsmen.
